Officials quiet on 
fireworks enforcement 
despite 2013 tragedy

A brand new artificial turf field now covers a 
portion of West Lawn Park, where a woman 
lost her foot and another woman was badly 
burned by stray fireworks last Fourth of July. 

Residents who live near the Southwest 
Side park say the illegal fireworks display that 
went awry last year is an annual tradition that 
drives neighbors off their porches and into 
their houses and has led some to hose down 
their homes out of fear that sparks from the 
fireworks could set them ablaze. 

Across the city, in Lincoln Park, the Chica- 
go Park District reportedly spent $15,000 last 
year to repair damage to an artificial turf field 
after it was scorched in a fire believed to have 
been caused by another fireworks mishap. 

Fireworks of any kind are illegal in Chicago 
and being caught possessing them or setting 
them off can result in a fine or criminal charg- 
es. Yet their crack and sparkle in city parks on 
the Fourth of July is about as common a sight 


as American flags. 

Despite the damage caused by fireworks 
last year, authorities have not indicated what, 
if anything, they plan to do differently to en- 
force the ban on the explosives during this 
year’s festivities. Given how many people ille- 
gally shoot off fireworks in the city, some resi- 
dents also question whether there is anything 
to be done. 

Asked if the Chicago Police Department 
planned to adjust its approach this year, 
spokesman Martin Maloney said in an email 
that the department “will continue to work 
with the Park District and pursue enforce- 
ment against those using illegal fireworks in an 
effort to ensure a safe holiday for residents.” 

In the 8th district specifically, where West 
Lawn Park is located, “district staff is fully 
aware of last year’s incident and will work 
with local residents and parks employees to 
ensure a safe holiday,” Maloney said. 

Residents said illegal fireworks displays 
have historically gone ignored by police. 

“I don’t see police here,” said Jeanette Bu- 
chanan, who lives across the street from West 
Lawn Park. “It’s the Fourth of July, we’re used

to it. It just gets a little out of hand.” 

Still, Buchanan said, she was shocked to 
learn of the gruesome accident that took 
place at the park last year. 

It was around 11 p.m. when a firework 
landed near where Kristina Perez was stand- 
ing in West Lawn Park “and exploded with 
such force that it traumatically amputated 
her right foot and lower leg,” according to a 
lawsuit filed by Perez against the city, the Park 
District and two individuals who Perez alleges 
set off the firework. 

Perez would not comment for this story be- 
cause of the ongoing lawsuit, her attorney said. 

Her lawsuit alleges that for many years, the 
Park District knew that people were setting 
off large fireworks on and around the Fourth 
of July because the district, “through its 
maintenance workers, supervisors and other 
employees cleaned up the debris from the ig- 
nition of fireworks and other large explosive 
devices within the park.” 

The lawsuit also alleges that the Park 
District knew “of other incidents in which 
patrons of West Lawn Park or other parks 
operated by the Chicago Park District, were 


injured as a result of errant explosions of 
fireworks and other explosive devices which 
detonated in close proximity to the injured 
persons.” 

Park District code specifies that “no per- 
son shall fire, discharge or set off any rocket, 
cracker, torpedo or other fireworks, or any 
substance of an explosive nature with the 
Park System, unless a permit has been issued.” 

Park District spokeswoman Jessica Maxey- 
Faulkner said that staff is on hand to commu- 
nicate such rules only during park hours. 

Fireworks displays “typically happen after 
hours when the park or field house is closed,” 
Maxey-Faulkner said in an email. “The Chi- 
cago Police Department would handle inci- 
dents that occur after hours.” 

Maloney said last year’s incident “remains 
an open investigation” and that no arrests had 
been made. 

He said that around this time of year, Chi- 
cago police “historically seize many illegal fire- 
works and issue citations where appropriate.” 
He said he was unable to provide figures as to 
how many fireworks have been seized or the 
number of citations that have been written.
